Poultry better than Pork or Beef, 


| In this age of improvement in the pro- 
| duction of animal and vegetable food, if 
there is any good reason whiy all the se1- 
ence, skill and enterprise of agriculturists, 
editors, chemists and philosupbers, should 
| be applied to the melioration and refine- 
iment of one or two classes of animals, to 
ithe exclusion of others as good by nature 
‘as they are, we should like to know it.— 
| The hog and the bullock, dubbed with the 
} English titles of Berksbire, and Durham, 
lseem to walk over the land with a sort of 
+yotmn Dit sw UgBEer, that hae commauded 
hall attention, and Jett all their brute breth- 
ren in their uncultured native deformity; 
| while those foreign titled gentry have, in 
the eyes of some, become absolute perfec- 
ionists. Now, in the lauguage of our 
'declaration of rights, “we bold these 
truths to be self-evident, that (by their 
constitution) they are all created equal.” 
We are aware that that the noble Berk- 
shires, by their elaine aud stearin, have 
kindled up a great light in the West, 
(which we hope may dispel the black 
cloud of Repudiation that hovers over 
that region,) and are about to monopolize 
all the care and labor of the farmers there- 
abouts; but we ean see no reason why the 
delicate feathered race should thereby be 
debarred from sharing in the benefits and 
| perfectionisms of cross breeding, in-and- 
in breeding, and all other scientific ad- 
vancements in the world. The noble and 
ancient family of Chanticleer, whose clar- 
jon note has been the world’s time-piece, 
ever since Peter denied his Master, and 
| has never failed to sound the approach of 
every rising sun ; the bird that saved Old 
Rome fiom conflagration by her warning 
'voice in the dead of night,—shall these 
lose their old established rank, and give 
place in man’s affections to “ herds of 
swine,” and the sturdy Bulls of Bashan? 
| What are all their uncouth grunts and 
frightful bellowings about the farmer’s 
cottage, compared with all the music of 
the cheerful chirping, chatting, cackling, 
crowing, gobbling, quacking, squeaking, 
squalling, with which his poultry yard re- 
sounds from day to day? 
| But, to.come to more sober matter of 
fact, we think this branch of the farmer’s 
concern is deserving of more attention 
than it has generally received.

jcinity of Philadelphia, than any other part 
jof our country, ‘The Bucks county poul- 
|try have acquired a good degree of celeb- 
irity, even in the N. York market, where 
they are sometimes found in abundance. 
They are, however, but moderate layers; 
but their eggs are large and well flavored. 
Yet they are not considered equal te our 
dung-hill fowl in all respects.

|timation of those who have raised them.

At the foot stalk of each 
is a bay shaped exactly like a piteher fur- 
nished with akind of lid, and having a 
kind of thing which passes over the ban- 
dle of the pitcher and connects it with the 
leaf. This hinge is a stall fibre which 
icontracts in showery wevther and when 
ithe dew falls. Numerous little goblets 
filled with sweet fresh water are thus held 
forth, and afford a delicious draught to 
| to the tiny auimals that chimb their branch- 
es, and to a variety of winged visitants.— 
But no sooner has the cloud passed by, 
‘and the warm sun shone forth, than the 
heated fibre begins to expand, and closes

Eruption of Nount tna. 


The following graphic account of the late 
eruption of Mount tna, extracted from a 
private letter, dated Palermo, Dec, 15, 1842, 
we find in the London Despatch: 


We started from Palermo, by the Messina 
road, at half past seven o’clock on Monday 
morning, Dec. 5, and towards sunset on the 
following day, arrived at Aderno, (144 Sici- 
lian, or 115 English miles from the capital) 
and thence, while changing borses, we had 
the first view of the eruption. We could 
plainly discern the fiery stones rising and 
falling, but, at that distance, looking like 
sparks. A ball of fire seemed to roll up 
from the crater, swelling as it rose into the 
form of a vast balloon, from the top of 
which proceeded a blazing column, which, 
at length, burst at its summit, and fell in 
soft showere of slowly descending fire. - 
Next morning, we arranged for our excur- 
sion up the mountain, and started at 12 at 
night. The lava light grew stronger as we 
advanced, and on turhing a projecting point 
of the mountain, the crater and the upper 
part of the stream of lava burst upon our 
sight in all its magnificence. 
4,500 feet up the mountain, and about six 
miles distant fromthe crater; { do not think 
it looked grander at any higher point. The 
voleano was spouting out fire and red hot 
stones to a prodigious height (fully twice as 
great as that of the cone, which is 1,100 ft. 
high) in a huge column, apparently of the 
size of a martello tower, at the mouth of 
the crater, and distending, to an enormous 
bulk, till at its utmost height, it burst into 
myriads of fiery fragments, those on the left 
being particularly conspicuous because there 
was no lava there, and the red hot stones 
contrasted with the dark side of the moun- 
tain, As they fell, they cast a bright glow 
on the snow, and each particular fiery frag- 
ment lighted up its own portion of the snowy 
surtace, while a column of illuminated steam 
arose wherever the hissing balls of fire sunk 
upon the ground.

Along with the volume of flame in- 
cessantly vomited forth by the crater, we 
now heurd at every burst a booming sound, 
like the roaring of the sea against an iron- 
bound coast, gradually swelling louder and 
louder, as if beginning far down in the bow- 
els of the earth, and bellowing more fear- 
fully as it approached the outlet, whence it 
issued ever and anon with fresh explosions, 
like terrific peals of thunder. In the prodi- 
gious blaze of light we could not for some 
time perceive that the lava did not, as we at 
first supposed, brim over the lip of the cup, 
but burst a passage through the side of the 
cone, some 300 feet helow the top, whence 
it gushed forth in an impetuous flood, and 
presently flowed in bubbling runnels of liquid 
fire that ran along the ground, at first in nar- 
row streams, sometimes as fine as chains of 
forked lightning hnked together, flashing 
along the snow, but these, as they descend- 
ed fell into one another, and united in one 
wide meandering lava flood, 

Another current swept down the moun- 


tain side with a statelier march, the flood of 
fire ionally overflowing its banks, and 
flinging a golden glare upon the surrounding 
snow, till at a distance of about two miles 
from its source it struck against a tall rock 
overhanging a beetling precipice, many hun 

dred feet deep, and splitting iteelf on the 
rock into two divided torrents, like the falls 
of the Rhine, at Scheffhausen, it leaped in 
twin cascades of fiery flood sheer down into 
the gulf of desolation that yawned below.— 
Occasionally we could see huge rocks spout- 
ed out from this fall of fire and shot away 
in separate masses into the ravine, thunder- 
ing along the blocks of old Java in the Val 
del Bove, into which this fresh stream pour- 
ed, stretching like strings of burning beade 
along the distant snow. When the first ex- 
eitement which this awful sight, ** horribly 
beautiful,’’ produced, had partially subsid- 
ed, we began to feel the pinching cold insuf- 
ferable.

Inthe Senate this morning, a message 
was received from His Excellency the Gov- 
ernor covering a report from the Adjutant 
General in relation fo the loan of arms to 
the authorities of Rhode Island, and the 
message and accompanying documents were 
laid on the table without beimg read, and 
ordered to be printed, 

In the House, Mr. Richardson of Woburn, 
submitted the following order concerning 


banks: 

“Ordered, That the Committee on Banks 
and Banking, consider the expediency of a 
law to compel the several banks in this 
Commonwealth, to make a monthly publi- 
cation in two or more public prints, of all 
the debts, credits, loans, and issues, togeth- 
er with the names of such persons as may be 
indebted to said banks, either in an individ- 
ual, or corporate capacity. And also the 
expediency of giving to stockholders, the 
power to examine the books, accounts, and 
transactions of such banks, ag they may hold 
stock in.’? 

This order, proposing inquiry only, was 
adopted rather as a matter of course, and 
its passage should not be considered as any 
indication of an intention on the part of the 
House to pass 80 sweeping a Jaw. 

SaATuRDAY, 28th. 


_ In the Senate this morning, the bill repeal- 
ing the law prohibiting marriage between

Proceedings of Congress. 


Waepnespay, 25ih. 


In Senate, Mr. McDuffie made a speech 
on the Oregon bill opposing it upon every 
consideration, foreign and domestic, and 
representing the Territory to be, ono half of 
it no better than a sand desert and the oth- 
er to be no better than a Serbonian bog.— 
Mr. Benton’s notion in regard to the treaty 
and the bill were blown sky high. The 
blessings of Heaven were invoked upon the 
Administration for its treaty of peace, and 
every true patriot of England and America 
were called upon to cry amen. 

In the House, the Exchequer bill being 
under consideration, Mr, Winthrop made a 
speech, in which be stated that he preferred 
a National Bank, but a National Bank be- 
ing out of the question, he held it to be the 
duty of Congress to pass upon some other 
measure. The existing mode of keeping the 
public money, he considered to be most ob- 
jectionable, and the Exchequer scheme of 
the Administration, he defended as every 
way preferable to the laws now in force. 


Tuunspay, 26th. 


In the Senate, a private bill was passed, 
involving the same principle as that contain- 
ed in the proposed grant to the Petersburg 
Railroad Company, of the privilege of lay- 
ing down imported railroad iron without the 
payment of duty, after the time prescribed 
in the tariffact, andthe bill for which pur- 
pose is now before the House. 

When the Oregon bill came up, Mr Linn 
made a long and able speech in favor of 
its passage, refuting many of Mr McDuflie’s 
positions, and proving many errors in his 
statements relative to the country. 

Mr. Archer stated his desire to speak be- 
fore the question was taken, and on his mo- 
tion, the Senate adjourned. 

A resolution was submitted to the House 
soon after assembling, for inquiring into the 
expenses attending the exploring expedition, 
some of which, it is stated, are very extra- 
ordinary. 

Mr. Kennedy, of the committee on Com- 
merce, reported a resolution to give effect 
to the views expressed by hima few days 
since, in relation to the discontinuance of 
the reciprocity treaties with the Northern 
European States, It was adopted. 

He also brought ina long expected bill 
for the establishing a warehouseing system. 
The bill is accompanied by a report, which, 
however, is dissented from by a portion of 
the Committee, 

The bill provides that merchants may 
store in the public warehouses, and may 
keep their goods there two years, on pay- 
ment of interest on the duties accruing, af- 
ter the first six months; that is. the duties 
are held to be due at six months from the 
time of importation, or when goods are tak- 
en from the public stores within that period 
Five thousand extra copies were ordered to 
be printed. 

The special order coming up, Mr. Pendle- 
ton, of Cincinnati, took the floor, and dis- 
coursed for an hour upon the blessings of a 
great bank, 

Mr. Wise, Mr. Atherton, and Mr, Proflit 
followed, and Mr. Fillmore obtained the 
floor, and the House adjourned. 

Fripay, 27th. 

In the Senate—-Mr. Berrien, in his speech 
to-day, against the Oregon Bill, took some 
new and important views. He opposed the 
Bill, because—Ist, it was a violation of the 
Convention of 1818, renewed by the treaty 
of 1827: 2d, because it was an undue inter- 
ference with the Executive power: and 3d, 
because it is especially inexpedient at the 
present time. Mr. B, argued the stipula- 
tions of the treaty with great effect, remind- 
ing the Senate of the old maxim, that ‘‘no 
Empire is safe, unless fortified by good 
faith.’’ Important as are the interests in- 
volved in the title to this territory, he would 
abandon them all rather than violate the 
treaty. 

In the House, Mr. Johnson, of Maryland, 
presented a memorial signed by a thousand 
citizens of Baltimore, another signed by one

No counterfeit bill of 
the Farmer's Bank has ever come to the 
knowledge of its officers. 

Searcely has an instance occurred that a 
credit has not beon extended when requested 
by its berrowers. 

The Bank has paid to the School Fund 
$5,450—made ite regular dividends, with 

one exception, averaging about 3 1-4 per 
cent., semiannually, and has now a surplus 
of ten thousand dollars.
